ASI winner accused 
of unethical conduct

An election complaint alleging unethi- 
cal campaign practices by an Associated 
Students Inc. candidate was heard yester- 
day by the Election Complaint Committee. 

Darnell Mask, Jr., Unified candidate for 
director of the School of Arts and Sciences, 
filed the complaint charging newly elected 
co-director of Arts and Sciences Kea 
Pawlowski, an independent, with unethical 
conduct for obtaining faculty and staff en- 
dorsements. 

Mask also alleged that P \wski was 
allowed time in classes to make campaign 
speeches and thai faculty and staff wore 
buttons endorsing Pawlowski while teach- 
Ing. 

Although Mask conceded that there was 

wo rule in the ASI elections code prohibit- 


ing candidates from soliciting endorse- 
ments, he felt that Pawlowski’s tactics would 
set a dangerous precedent for future elec- 
uons. 

“Incoming freshmen will come in and 
see all you need to do is get endorsements. 
Pretty soon you won’ thave issues; all you'll

litics now,” Mask said. 

He said the university should lead the 
way .« the fight for ethical politics and 
avoid the “mudslinging” that tamishes elec- 
tions at the local, state and national levei. 

Mask asked the commitice to make a 
recommendation to the ASI board prohibit- 
ing candidates from seeking endorsements, 
and disqualifying Pawlowski from holding 
office. 

He based his complaint on one section of 
the elections code which specifies that a 
complaint can be filed on grounds not speci-

Marines taught instructor discipline; 
disabled students taught patience

Ken Crabb learned discipline 
and hard work during 31 years in 
the Marine Corps 

The former operations chief 
says, however, that his students at 
the Y oung Adult Program at CSUS 
are the ones who taught him pa- 
uence. 

The Young Adult Program in- 
tegrates developmentally disabled 
students into normal school life. 
The students, from 18 to 22 years 
old, are classified as severely 
handicapped and experience a 
variety of disabilities, including 
mental retardation, cerebral palsy, 
autism and seizure disorders. 
Many have no verbal skills. 

The progra: | is a partnership 
between Sacramento County and 
CSUS. It is based at the 
university’s Foley Residence Hall, 
although students spend most of 
their day in class or at york on

campus. The type of work the pro- 
gram members do contributes to 
their basic skills. 

“For example, we have one stu- 
dent who separates the silverware 
in the Dining Commons,” said 
Greg Schmidt, coordinator for the 
Young Adult Program. “lt im- 
proves sorung skills.” 

One of the goals of the pro- 
gram, Schmidt says, 1s integrate 
these students with non-disabled 
people. To that end, students at- 
tend P.E. or art classes on a space- 
available basis. 

“It also gives others an under- 
standing of developmentally dis- 
abled people,” Schmidt said. “It's 
an understanding they'll need as 
the developmentally disabled be- 
come more integrated into soci- 
ety.” 

Students are accompanied to 
their job or class by a staff mem- 
ber from the Young Adult Pro- 
gram. Currently, there are nine 
students enrolled in the program, 
which employs three instructional 
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assistants and Crabb, who is a 
volunteer. 

Crabb works four days a week. 
His duties include taking students 
to the bookstore to put labels on 
stationery, helping them put paper 
in the recycling bin near the Ad- 
ministrauion Building or accom- 
panying them to ceramics class to 
make their first project. Whatever 
needs to be done, Crabb will do it. 

“J enjoy it. It's very fulfilling to 
work with them,” Crabb said. 

Crabb decided to seek a second 
career as a teacher aftcr reuring 
from the military and enrolling at 
CSUS. In order to fulfill a 30 hour 
practicum requirement for his 
teaching credential, he began vol- 
unteer work at the Young Adult 
Program. Although he has since 
taken a leave of absence from the 
teaching program, he does not have 
to worry about meeting the 30 
hour requirement if he chooses to said. 
return. He has now worked over 
3,000 hours. 

“I have no plans to stop,” Crabb

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Acquaintance rape: Can it be prevented?

One out of three women fall 
vicuim to rape, yet there is no one 
measure these women can take to 
protect themselves from becom- 
ing a Siausuc. 

There are, however, many pre- 
vention programs that can aid 
women in preventing acquaintance 
rape. 

Acquaintance or date rape oc- 
curs when a woman is raped by 
someone she knows. It could be a 


friend, acquaintance or significant 
other, according tothe CSUS Rape 
Prevention Education Program 
Director Ashley Sinclair, but rape 
is “always violent.” 

According to the program's lit- 
erature, over 50 percent of ac- 
quaintance rapes are committed 
by a dating partner. 

Sinclair said many women 
don’t report acquaintance rapes 
because they don’t realize they 
have been raped. 

She said women blame them- 
selves and are “embarrassed” that 
they let it happen. 


The most important preventive 
tool, according tu one of the 
program's interns, Kevin Burke, 
is making people aware of the 
problem. 

Burke conducts seminars to 
educate males about the problem 
of date rape. 

He targets men, according to 
Sinclair, because it’s the key io 
stopping rape “It's up to men to 
stop raping,” she said. 

According to national statis- 
ics, MOSt rapes go unreported. 
Only one rape has been reported 
to the CSUS campus police in the 


Laws permit state universites 
to suspend, expel rapists

CSUS studenis can be suspended or expelled if 
found guilty of committing rape, according to Cah- 
iornia legislaucn. 

The law gives state universities a discipline pro- 
cedure to follow when a student has committed a 
rape. 

The law’s intent, according to the Women's 
Resource Center Director Ashley Sinclair, was to 
give rape vicuums more nghts. 

Under current legislation, a vicum must submita 
letter of complaint describing the details of the 
crime to the dean of students’ office. 

The assistant dean of students examines the letter 
to determine if most of the evidence given points to 
the guilt of the assailant. 

The next step is a formal hearing to determine the 
validity of the complaint. 

Sinclair said she thinks the procedure through the 
university is easier than the court procedure because 
there is less paperwork. 

She also said, however, a guilty verdict at eather 
level is equally difficult. 










suspended or expelled from the university. 

“It doesn’t mean they won't do it again,” Sinclair 
said, “But at least it makes our campus safer.” 

She said the sanctions also give a strong message 
that this type of acuon will not be tolerated on 
campus. 

While one student was suspended for sexual 
assault in the spring of 1988, there have been no 
formal complaints this academic year, according to 
Assistant Dean of Students David Rooney. 

Rooney said he hopes the lack of formal com- 
piaints is an indication that crimes aren’t being 
commitied. 

“I’m hoping we're not having the assault prob- 
lems,” he said. 

Sinclair said there are many assaults occurring; 
however, they are just going unreported. 

Sinclair said the Women’s Resource Center does 
not recommend either way that a rape vicum file 
charges against an assailant, but if the woman does 
choose to prosecute, “We recommend (filing) both 
(reports).” 

If a woman is going to go through the trouble of 
filing reporis, Sinclair said, she may as well file with 
the court as well as the university.

Jello Biafra: Democracy has been overthrown

The United States is declining 
into a totalitarian “police state,” 
Jello Biafra said, and the increas- 
ingly deferential media is doing 
nothing to put a stop to it. 

“A coup has happened right 
here at home,” the former Dead 
Kennedys vocalist and current free 
speech activist said. “Our Consti- 
tution and democracy have slowly, 
but surely, been overthrown.” 

Speaking before an audience 
in excess of 900 people Monday 
in Freeborn Hall at UC Davis — 
the site of the final Dead Kennedys 
performance — Biafra said the 
American people are being lied to 
and are gradually having their 
Constitutional rights taken away, 
and they don’t even know be- 
cause the press ignores it. 

According to reports Biafra 
cited, 80 percent of the mass me- 
dia — “everything you see, read 
and hear” — is owned by eight 
conglomerations, “all run by ul- 
tra-conservatives Out to make a 
buck,” he said.

After the two assaults that 
occurred over a week ago on 
the American River bike trail 
near Del Paso Heights, people 
may avoid the trail around 
CSUS. 

However, fewer assaults are 
reported on the CSUS bike trail 
than the one that runs near Del 
Paso Heights and Discovery 
Park, according to County Park 
Ranger David Lydick. 

Last weck, two @en were 
assaulted in separate attacks. 
Mike Hills, 25, was struck by a 
2-by-4 board. The other vic- 
tim, Steven Fiegal, 34, was hit 
by a large rock. Both incidents 
occurred near the Highway 160 
bridge, Lydick said. 

The most recent reporicd as- 
sault near CSUS was last year. 
A man, on a bike rite with his 
two grandchildren, fought an 
assailant in Alumni Grove. The 





attacker stole the man’s new 
mountain bike. 

Lydick says indecent expo- 
sures are reported throughout 
the trails; however, physical 
action rarely occurs. Three to 
five men are arrested cach year 
for exposing themselves. 

The last reported rape on the 
bike trail happened on the horse 
trail near Del Paso Heights one 
year ago. 

According to Lydick, people 
are hurt more in bicycle acci- 
dents than in attacks. “Pcople 
are riding too fast, and they’re 
not wearing their helmets.” 
Head injurics arc common in 
bicycle accidents, Lydick said. 

Lydick said he has always 
encouraged people using the 
bike trails to travel in pairs, 
whether jogging or riding. 

The trails, which cover an 
arca of 23 miles, arc patrolled 
by 20 county park rangers. Pa- 
trolling will increase during the

For example, atrocities were 
numerous during the recent Gulf 
War, Biafra said, yet those com- 


mitted by “our side” went unre- 
ported. “We're told we just won a 
courageous victory in a war where 
nobody died — 200,000 Arabs 
maybe ... but they're not people,” 
he said sarcastically.

According to Biafra, former 
U.S. Attorney General Ramsey 
Clark came back from Iraq with 
footage contrary to official reports, 
showing bombed civilian areas and 
piles of civilian corpses. NBC and 
CBS refused to air the film, and in 
fact, one NBC employee was fired 
for merely speaking to Clark, he 
said. 

In addition, U.S. coalition part- 
ners Egypt and Syria used mili- 
lary force to suppress demonsira- 
tions, Biafra said, resulting in the 
killing of 1,000 civilians in Cairo. 
Yet these countries were still por- 
trayed as our “valiant allies,” he 
said. 

Here at home, Biafra said the 
coverage was equally slanted. In 
San Francisco, 200,000 protesters 
held a largely peaceable rally 
against the war, yet the news that 
night chose to focus on “a few 
unruly teenagers,” then cut directly 
to “Concord, where they have a 
few dozen people waving litle 
flags.” 

The problem goes far beyond 
biased war coverage, Biafra said. 
He cited recent legislation ignored 
or glossed over by the press, such 
as Senate Bill 2834, the Intelli- 
gence Authorization Actof 1991, 
which would give the Exccutive 
Branch “complete freedom of co- 
vertoperation.” Ineffect, it would 
“legalize almost every single 
Watergate and Contragate crime,” 
he said. 

Congress passed it, but “Bush 
vetoed it because it didn’t give 
him enough power,” Biafra said. 

A bill which eventually did 
become law is the one commonly 
known as Zero Tolcrance. The 
American people are aware of it, 
but few know the full ramifica- 
tions, Biafra said. 

Under the law, “If you're 
caught with one joint, you're con- 
sidered a dealer,” he said. There- 
fore the federal government could 
confiscate everything you own 
without pressing charges. 

Biafra finds the fact that the 
law also covers pornography 
equally frightening. 

He described the long-term 
potential effects of this as almost 
Orwellian. 

According to Biafra, if a Ma- 
donna video were officially 
deemed “obscene,” the federal 
government could conceivably 
step in and seize the Warncr Bros. 
corporation in its entirety. And 
once again, the press stays silent, 
Biafra said. 

In the wake of all this, he said 
there’s only one thing for the

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Universities cancel 
work-study programs | 


(CPS) — Campuses across the country 
say they are running out of money to pay 
students under work-study programs. 

Financial aid officers blame recent in- 
creases in the federal minimum wage and in 
the number of students now competing for 
financial aid money. 

To save their programs, several cam- 
puses said they would cut out their work- 
study programs for this summer. 

The University of Pennsylvania, forone, 
announced it was dropping summer work- 
study programs in mid-Apnil, leaving more 
than 500 students without jobs. The school 
spent all its federal work-study money dur- 
ing the academic year, explained William 
Schilling, Penn's student financial aid ser- 
vices director. 

“Assistance during the summer came 
second to assistance during the academic 
year,” he said. 

“That's fairly typical” to cut back work- 
study during the summer, said Ron 
Ronnenberg, director of financial aid at the 
University of Wisconsin-Green Bay. 

“Obviously (the academic year) has a 
priority,” Ronnenberg said. 

Schilling laid the blame on a leveling of 
federal financial aid funds and an increase 
in the number of students needing them. 


Under the federal College Work-Study 
Program, the school and the federal gov- 
ernment spiit the wages of students the 
campus hires to work for the college. 

Others blame the Apnil 1 increase in the 
federal minimum wzge from $3.80 to $4.25. 

“It’s nice the minimum wage is increas- 
ing and | think it’s long overdue,” 
Ronnenberg said, “(But) it’s going to take 
several years before department budgets 
can be adjusted.” 

The increase limits the number of hours 
students can work and the number of stu- 
dents a department can hire, he explained. 

“There’s no way to compensate for it,” 
Ronnenberg conunued. 

“We advise students to ration their 
awards throughout the year,” said Melina 
Hawkins, director of financial aid at East- 
erm Montana College. 

Itcan cause problems for a department if 
student workers use up all their hours in one 
semester because the department cannot 
afford to hire another student, Hawkins 
explained. 

AtPennsylvania, department staffers will 
take on some of the work normaily done by 
students on work-study. Departments that 
can afford it will pay students to work as 
they pay their other employees.

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Lost red tag could cost bar patron $165 K 

(CPS) — A former University of Virginia student who 1 1 years ago demanded that 
the owner of acampus bar apologize to him may now have to pay the bar $165,000, 
the Washington Post reports. 

As a UVa pharmacology grad student in 1980, Denis O’ Brien had momentarily 
ducked into the Mousetrap, a local bar, to meet a frend. O’Brien, alas, neglected to 
pick up a red tag patrons were supposed to take as they entered to track their 
purchases. As O’Brien and his friend left the bar, a bouncer demanded O’ Brien pay 
a $5 “lost tag” fee. 

O’Brien refused, was arrested and released. In his anger, however, he sued the 
Mousetrap’s owners, demanding an apology, and sparking 4 series of suits and 
countersuits that continued after O’Brien left Virginia for Harvard and, ultimately, 
to teach in New Zealand. 

In his absence, a Charloucsville court found O’Brien guilty of defaming the 
restaurant and thus causing it to fail. A jury ordered O’Brien, who says he never 
received notice that a trial was being held, to pay $60,000 in damages. 

Thanks to penalties and interest, the $60,000 in damages had grown to $165,000 


Cuts continue, but Maryland gets its models back 

(CPS) — University of Anzona officials announced they may cancel 314 course 
sections, lay off 116 staffers and eliminate the campus’ marching band next fall to 
try to solve UA’s budget emergency. 

In the nationwide wave of student service cutbacks announced in recent weeks, 
UC Santa Barbara officials added they may drop the school’s intercollegiate softball 
team. 

But University of Maryland art department officials reversed their early April 
budget decision to force art students to pay nude models to pose in class, saying 
student Outcry convinced them to cut back janitorial services instead. 


Study: The best teachers trust their students 

GAINESVILLE, Fla. (CPS) — A University of Florida study of various states’ 
teachers of the year found that most shared a tendency to treat their students as 
equals and trust them to discipline themselves. 

“These teachers are less likely to view themselves as bosses who must be 
obeyed,” said UF researcher Karen Agne. 

“This study,” added Prof. Gorden Greenwood, who coauthored the study of 88 
teachers of the year, “raises questions about today’s emphasis on students’ memo- 
rizing classroom material to master certain skills.” 
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Another group of college athletes get into trouble 


(CPS) — Still more college ath- 
letes from a variety of campuses 
were arrested or charged with 
crimes in recent weeks, prompt- 
ing one observer to suggest it’s a 
result of preferential treatment 
jocks typically receive. 

“It’s that sense that elite ath- 
letes have that they're special be- 
cause everyone tells them they're 
special,” said Indiana University 
English Prof. Murray Sperber, 
author of Sports, Inc., a book 
chronicling the problems with 
college sports. 

In the past, sociologists who 
study athletes’ behavior have at- 
tributed the seemingly unusual 
number of times athletes get in 
legal trouble to mere public 
misperception. 

The media, they say, rush to 


reportathletes’ woes when a simi- 
lar criminal act by a nonathlete 
student would not be deemed 
newsworthy. 

Adding that many athletes are 
black and from poor families, they 
add that’college town police are 


prone to suspect and arrest black 
people and that some of the ath- 
letes must abruptly adapt to oper- 
ating in a drastically unfamiliar 
campus culture. 

Whatever the reason, a disturb- 
ing number of campus athletes 
have found themselves in trouble 
with the law in recent weeks. 

On April 25, U.S. DistrictJudge 
Elizabeth Kovachevich sentenced 
football player Walter Sution, of 
Southwest State University in 
Minnesota, to nine years of prison 
for selling crack cocaine. 

Only a few days earlier, the 
Atlanta Falcons had drafted 
Sutton, prompting him to ask 
Kovachevich for leniency. 

“You want me to forget that 
sentence just because you have a 
great employment opportunity?” 
the judge replied. “That’s specious 
and ridiculous. You've been sen- 
tenced, sir, and the sentencing 
guidelines apply to you just like 
anyone else.” 

On April 20, police charged 
Keith Traylor of Central State 


University in Oklahoma with dis- 
orderly conduct after he allegedly 
interfered with efforts io break up 
fights in a night club parking lot in 
Edmond, Okla.

Atthe same time, University of 
Arkansas President B. Alan Sugg 
drastically reduced one-year sus- 
pensions given to four basketball 
players involved in a sexual inci- 
dent on campus Feb. 27.

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Professors offered assistance 
through Peer Coaching Program

For the past four years, teach- 
ers at CSUS have had a unique 
program available to them which 
promotes better teaching through 
peer review. 

The Peer Coaching Program is 
an effort to improve the skills for 
professors interested in expand- 
ing their repertoire of teaching 
techniques. 

When a professor signs up for 
the program, he or she is assigned 
another professor as a partner. The 
two meet before entering the class- 
room and discuss the lesson plan 
and that teacher’s goals for the 
day. 

After class, the group meets 
again, and the coach asks the 
teacher how he or she felt about 
the lesson. The goal is for the

“During a typical SO minute 
class, a teacher will make any- 
where from 500 to 600 separate 
decisions,” Martin said. “It be- 
comes very difficult to make per- 
sonal observauons about how they 
are teaching.” 

Marun said some campuses use 
video feedback, but that can only 
focus on either the teacher or the 
students and not get the whole 
picture. 

During the coaching session 
after class, the iwo teachers meet 
to discuss the class in a neutral,

A woman's fundamental right to choose is being threatened by a group 
of people who call their position “pro-life,” and insist on translating their 
version of morality into law. And they are trying to take away that nght 
away from women forever. 

Today, the American public overwhelmingly supports this right. Those 
involved with the anti-choice movement know this. It became clear to 
them, when, in 1983, their move to make abortion illegal across the board 
(in the Human Life Amendment) failed in the Senate. So instead, their 
strategy has taken a less direct, but more insidious route 

The anti-choice movement argues abortion should be illegal based on 
the idea that it is a violation of human life, that is the potential life of the 
fetus. It makes emotional appeals to society with enlarged ard distorted 
pictures and descriptions of the fetus and abortion. The effect? The 
vulnerable individual focuses on the rights of a potential life. She quickly 
turns away from the civil rights every woman has to decide her future as 
well as that of her family. 

They have resorted to unsavory, illegal, and often violent means: 
harrassing clinic clients, picketing, and bombing clinics. They have even 
made doctors their targets. The May 1 issue of The Sacramento Bee states, 
“the number of physicians willing or trained to perform aboruons has been 
dwindling.” In the same issue, The Bee cites a report by the Alan 
Guttmacher Institute, a non-profit research agency in New York, stating 
that one-third of women in their child-bearing years in 83 percent of the 
nation’s counties don't have access to abortion services 

They have enacted restrictions for minors thal mandate waiting penods 
and consent by their parents in order to get an abortion. The atrocious 
effects of such restrictions manifest in cases like that of 16-year-old Becky 
Bell, who lived in Illinois, where such a law exists. Bell died of 
complications of attempting to abort her fetus with an ordinary coat hanger. 
Bell's parents, who, up to that ume, had maintained a “pro-life” stance, 
quickly changed their minds and have toured the country, speaking about 
the dangers of parent»! consent laws. 

The anti-choice brigade brought two women from the Sacramento Life 
Center to Sac State to discuss the “Post Abortion Syndrome.” They used 
emotional tactics typical of anti-choice propa; andists: descnbing a hor- 
rific experience with abortion and the specific symptoms that resulted. 
Their agenda was clear and, in fact, they stated they felt abortion should 
be illegal. They went so far as to say that no studies have been done on the 
effects of abortion. 

In fact, former Surgeon General C. Everett Koop, who has publicly 
stated that he is “pro-life,” was commissioned by Ronald Reagan to find 


| this syndrome. Koop's studies were inconclusive. The fact is that, on

inthe BazzanellaLiterary Awards 
in 1990 and again in 1991. His 
charges are based on two false 
assumptions about the judging of 
the contest: (1) that the judge 
knows the identities of the authors 
of the stories he/she is reading, (2) 
and that the judge knows at least 
some of the authors personally. 
As the faculty member in 
charge of administering the 
Bazzanella Literary Awards, | 
want to assure Mr. Seyffert that 
neither of his assumptions are true. 
First, the entries in the Bazzanella 
Literary Awards are read “blind”; 
that is, only the title of the entry 
appears on the manuscript. The 
name of the author is contained in 
a sealed envelope which remains 
in my possession. Thus, the judge 
has no way of knowing who has 
+ written the entry he/she selects. 
Secondly, all of the judges in the 
Bazzanella Literary Awards — 
we have one for each of the four 
categories — are from insututions 
other than CSUS. In the category 
of short fiction, the judge is a 
member of the faculty in the 
University of California system 
and does not know personally Ms. 
Pope, or indeed, any of the other 
students. 

Thus, the only significance that 
can be attached to Ms. Pope's 
successes is that of excellence. In 
the opinion of the judges, Ms. 
Pope’s work deserved first place. 
In making this decision, the judges 
had no knowledge of the idenuty 
of the author nor were they ac- 
quainted with Ms. Pope. 

The Bazzanella Literary 
Awards are the largest awards of 
their kind in the United Siates. 
Since the beginning of the awards 
in 1980; they have grown in 
prestige and importance. This year 
over 200 CSUS students submit- 
ted entries. 

Next year we expect that num- 
ber to increase. I encourage Mr. 
Seyffert to enter. His entry will be 
read just as Ms. Pope’s was —- 
with no knowledge of his identity 
and by a person who is not con- 
nected in any way with the de- 
partment of English at CSUS. And 
as was the case this year, so, too, 
next year, the best story will win.

others and final tests and term 
papers for all. 

College life is very stressful. 
Students worry about grades, 
choosing a major, and finding 
part-time jobs. All these stres- 
sors culminate at the end of the 
semester. That is why students 
need to learn to relax at this ume 
more than any other. 

There are many ways to man- 
age stress. In some cases, it iS as 
easy as refusing to perceive a 
situation as stressful. In simpler 
terms, when life hands someone 
lemons, they should make lem- 
onade. If students cannot get into 
the classes they want, they should 
look at it as an opportunity to 
add an elective or just to take and 
easier load one semester. 

Another stress management 
technique is exercise. When 
people become stressed, a lot of 
changes take place in their bod- 
ies — breathing and heart rate 
speed up, blood pressure in- 
creases, as well as the serum 
cholesterol level. Aerobic exer- 
cise, like walking, jogging or 
swimming, works off these 
physical by-products of stress 
and relaxes the body. 

There are also several relax- 
ation techniques — autogenic 
training, meditation and progres- 
sive relaxation — that calm the 
mind and rest the body. 


Autogenic training is a form of 


Kes. 
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self-hypnosis in which a person 
can bring about body warmth 
and heaviness in the limbs and 
torso. Once a person's body is in 
a relaxed state, he or she can 
think about soothing images to 
relax the mind. 

Meditation works in the op- 
posite way. Itis a way forpeople 
to focus their attention to relax 
their minds. This feeling of well- 
being and relaxation ts then trans- 
ferred to the body. For medita- 
tion to be effective, it must be 
practiced regularly. Many books 
have been written on the subject 
and a person who is interested in 
trying meditation should read 
about it first because there are 
many different forms. 

Progressive relaxation 
teaches people to recognize 
when they are tensing their 
muscles, such as clenching their 
jaws, by having them coniract 
their muscles and then relax 
them. The purpose is to help 
people to bring on a feeling of 
relaxauion when they are tense 
This could be quite useful dur- 
ing finals, when people grasp 
their pens and pencils too ughtly 
and hunch their shoulders as they 
bend overtheirdesks. Naturally, 
they become suff. 

However, if a person has not 
had much of achance to pracuce 
progressive relaxation, it might 
not work for him or her. The 
easiest way to relax before atest 
is the oid stand-by: take a few 
deep breaths, visualize doing 
well and hope for the best. Think 
about starting a siress-manage- 
ment program at the beginning 
of next semester before things 
get bad.

For those of you who saw FX, 
the story begins five years later. 
Tyler has become a high-tech toy

Zamprogna). Tyler agrees to aid 
Kim’s ex-husband, Mike (Tom 
Mason), in a stakeout to catch a 
murder suspect. The stakeout goes 
bad and Mike is killed. Tyler, how- 
ever, set up secret cameras and 
discovers that Mike was set up by 
crooked cops. 

Having nowhere else to tum, 
Tyler turns to his old friend 
McCarthy, who is now a private 
eye, to help him. The result is a 
complex tale of scheming and 
double-dealing worthy of FX. 

FX2 remains true to its prequel 
by also maintaining the proper ref- 
erences tothe original. Forexample, 
McCarthy still turns to his loyal 
friend, Marissa Velez (Josie 
DeGuzman) in the records depart- 
ment of the NYPD for computer 
information. Both characters have 


the money earned from FX. Tyler’s 
door-creature returms 100. 

The supporting cast is more in- 
teresting in this movie than in FX. 
Ticotin and Zamprogna add a new 
dimension to Brown’s character as 
the family he has to watch out for 
because they don’t do what they are 
told. KevinO’ Connor, Philip Bosco 
and Liz Kennedy are all interest- 
ing, if slimy, characters to aid in the 
plot development. 

FX2 is uly aciassic in the mak- 
ing. Don’t make the same mistake 
everyone else made (including 
myself) by waiting for it on video.

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Award-winning journalists try to live their stories

“Tf you want to work hard, there’ s 
a job in journalism, but you've got 
to be commitied,” says photogra- 
pher and Pulitzer Pnze winner 
Michael Williamson. He and fel- 
iow Pulitzer winner, writer Dale 
Maharidge, won the Pulitzer Prize 
last year for their book, And Their 
Children After Them. 

It is a story of the South 50 years 
after James Agee and Walker Evans 
wrote Let Us Now Praise Famous 
Men. “Pantheon Publishers in New 
York entered our book for us. We 
won $3,000 and Pulitzer’s bucket 
of grease,” Williamson said, “‘that 
bucket of grease helps turn wheels 
and get phone calls answered.” 

Williamson was a self-pro- 
claimed “hayseed, button-pushing 
photographer” well worth watch- 
ing as he quipped with Dale 
Maharidge about their writing/pho- 
tographing adventures across 
Amenca. As Mahandge told it, “We 
got on this train, brought the food, 
water, film, pen, and paper, but 
forgot our slceping bags!” 

“But we didn’t turn back; we 
needed to be there to tell the story,” 
Mahandge continued. “Michael 


needed to be there for photos, I 
wanted to be there to see it, even if 
Williamson's teeth did chatter all 
night,” Mahandge said. 

“That's the key to our success,” 
Williamson said. “Other reporers 
wnite about how they ate camel 
burgers and took cold showers in 
Saudi Arabia, instead of covering 
the death and destrucuon that was 
all around. [ don’t care what the 
reporter does. I want to see and feel 
the sand in the people’s faces and 
fear in their eyes,” Wilhamson said. 

“We live with the people we 
write about and let them tell the 
story,” he conunued. “Living in 
hobo camps is an adventure. Only 
then can you understand their needs, 
womies and fears.” Hoboes have 
their own morals and code of honor. 
“They just have to spend a lot more 
ume and energy scrounging 4 liv- 
ing.” 
Maharidge and Williamson 
championed the homeless cause by 
starung “The Sharecropper’s Chil- 
dren Fund” with part of their Pulitzer 
Prize money. “We hope to prevent 
another 50 years of hopeless pov- 
erty.” William ion said. We started 
the fund with $5,200 in a formal 
ceremony in Alabama in Decem- 
ber, 1990. 

The fund 1s now up to $16,000 
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and is constantly growing because 
of people and groups, like the 
women’s club that made adonation 
following their presentation April 
20 at Media Day at CSUS. Interesi 
eamed wiil perpetually be put into 
a larger fund as the University for 
scholarships to be given to 
sharecropper’s children. “Our goal 
iS tO raise as much money for the 
fund and put as many kids through 
school as possible,” Williamson 
Williamson was also asked to 
speak at Commencement for the 
School of Journalism at UC Berke- 
ley on May 19. He will be teaching 
photojournalism at the Western 
Kentucky University in Bowling 
Green Kentucky next semester. “It 
is the top photojournalism schoo! 
in the country,” he said. 
Maharidge is currently a profes- 
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sor of journalism at Stanford, and a 
former Nieman Fellow from 
Harvard University. He plans to 
teach journalism at Columbia Uni- 
versity in New York in the fall.
